The Fisher fire will continue to consume areas of unburned fuels in the canyons which have proved to be
resistant to control and containment in steep, rocky slopes. The Municipal fire has reduced areas of unburned
fuels that continue to creep through the interior.

Several residences are located within 1/2 mile of the Municipal fire perimeter to the South of Upper Fords Creek
Road. Addtionally, the town of Orofino is within 1/10th mile of the fire perimeter to the north. On the Fisher
fire, scattered homes and improvements exist in close proximity to the fire's perimeter. Additionally, the town of
Craigmont is located 5 miles south of the Fisher fire. Several areas of cultural resources sacred to the Nez Perce
Tribe exist throughout the fire area and special concern is to be given to protect and prevent damage to any
sites.

The Incident Management Team has identified resources to respond for initial attack to support the local Idaho
Department of Lands district and the Clearwater Potlatch Timber Protection Association from both the
Municipal and Fisher fires. The Incident Management Team has identified a Suppression repair Group to assess
and implement stabilization and rehabilitation effors. Initail attack resources responded to two seperate new

2. The Incident Management Team has completed a wildfire protection assessment plan for the Pierce, Idaho area focusing
on the lands between the Forest Service Boundary and the town of Pierce. In the event the Motorway Fire approaches the
Forest Boundary, the Blue Team will initiate suppression action to stop westward movement of the fire and protect the
Pierce area structures. This will be done in concert with CPTPA and the IMT that is responsible for the Motorway Fires. Initial
coordination meetings have taken place between IMT's and cooperators.
